WESTERN EUROPE COOLY RECEIVES 
SANCTIONS AGAINST POLAND 


Washington. West European 
countries have reacted coaly to 
the discriminatory measures 
taken by President Ronald Rea- 
gan against Poland, notes the 
American CBS television net- 
work. The FRG liovo refused 
outright to Impose any sanc- 
tions against Poland, while Bri- 
tain, Franco and Italy have no 
wish to cooperate with the 
Americans, These countries, as 
well bb Sweden and Denmark 
regard the situation in Poland 
as an entirely domestic affair. 


Ottawa. Spokesmen for the 
Canadian Ministry of Fisheries 
and Oceans and the Ministry o( 
Transport state that Polish fish- 
ing vessels may continue work- 
ing in Canadian waters, and Po- 
lish LOT airlines may continue 
flights to Canada. A spokesman 
for a government corporation 
promoting exports has an- 
nounced that his company In- 
tends backing further trada 
with Poland and that It will 
consider any Polisli application 
for increased financial aid. 


INDIAN SEPARATISTS 
GAIN FOREIGN SUPPORT 


Delhi. Punjab separatist leaders 
residing In Canada, Lho USA 
and Britain and working to 
establish an "independent Khal- 
istan stale" In the Indian Punjab 
stato aro boosting these sub- 
versive activities disrupting 
India's unity. According to the 
"Link 1 ' weekly, they hold closo

AMERICAN AIR BASES IN TURKEY MODERNIZED 


Managua. Nicaragua formally 
protested to Honduras ovor lha 
free activities of thousands of 
Somoza troops, who fled to 
Honduras and are commuting 
crimes against the Nicaraguan 
revolution, backed by the Hon- 
duras military. 

The Nicaraguan note charges, 
that the Somozlsts have marked- 
ly intensified their activity 
since August 29, crossing the 
frontiers and terrorizing Indian 
settlements In the north of the 
Zeleya department. Tho protest 
continues that in tha past four 


weeks alone, 12 Nicaraguans 
were murdered and another 15 
are missing. There is every rea- 
son to believe that the missing 
persons wore forcibly taken to 
Honduras. The note further 
stresses there Is Information that 
Indicates the abducted persons 
were severely tortured and later 
executed. Tho Nicaraguan 
government has demanded that 
the Honduras authorities launch 
an immediate Inquiry into this 
crime and duly punish the cul- 
prits. 


Ankara. Military representa- 
tive! from tho United States and 
Turkey are negotiating the ex- 
pansion and modernization ol a 
number of air bases situated on 
Turkish soli and "shared" by 
the two countries. Newspapers 
note that these bases are to im- 
prove the US Air Force capa- 
bility over large areas on the 
south-eastern NATO flank. 


Under a previous agreement, 
an AWACS system for elec- 
tronic air surveillance will be 
sited in tho country In 1984- 
1985, Eighteen American 
AWACS planes will be stationed 
at the large air base in the 
province of Konya. The base is 
under modernization to provide 
for at least two or three planes 
to be constantly In the air.

Madrid, The Federal Council 
of the Trade Union Confedera- 
tion of the SpaniBh Workers' 
Commissions demanded that tho 
government present a detailed 
Investment programme creating 
new jobs. Workers' Commis- 
sions Secretary -General Marce- 
Uno Camacho addressing a 
Federal council meeting stressed 
the Importance for the Spanish 
working class of the national 
agreement ■ on employment 
signed last summer by the ad- 
ministration, trade unions and 
employers. 

M. Camacho sharply at- 
tacked the Spanish confedera- 
tion of employers' organizations 
who are blocking this agree- 
ment thus preventing solutions 
for economic problems and re- 
views of labour agreements 
within factories. 

EGYPT RELEASES 
DETAINEES 

Cairo. Egyptian leadership has 
taken slops to bring the coun- 
try's situation back to normal. 
The procurator's office has is- 
sued a decree to release 39 peo- 
ple at rested since last Septem- 
ber following Sadat's orders, 
They form members of the op- 
position and leaders of Chris- 
tian and Moslem communities, 
Including Omar at-Telmesanl, tho 
leader of tho Moslem Brothers 
organization which opposes the 
Camp David agreements. 

Previously, 48 victims of 
Sadat's reprisals were given 
their freedom, Early in January, 
It is planned to release several 
more groups of detainees. The 
Cairo newspapers claim that 
these decisions are in accord- 
ance with Instruction from 
President H. Mubarak. 


U.S. demands 
on Japanese military 
forces 


Washington. Tho US Deienre 
Secretary, Weinberger, has 
demanded that Japan should in- 
crease its military potential to 
enable its " defense forces” to 
carry out independent combat 
operations not only lnsldo Japan, 
but also within a thousand 
miles off Its shores. This inter- 
view was televized In Japan and 
presents the toughest public 
statement yet sounded by the 
Reagan administration demand- 
ing that Japan should share 
more In the American burden of 
military expenditure.

PROTOTYPE FUSION 
REACTOR MOOTED 

A nearly radiationless nuclear 
reactor that was a dream for 
tho twenty-second century could 
be tested with today's tech- 
nology, a Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology professor has sug- 
gested. 

Professor Bruno Coppl believes 
that a fusion reactor using 
deuterium and helhim-lhrea 
could be nltoinptal now, and 
that U would pioduie lu to So 
limes Ira m-nlion radiation tlun 
tlie duutorUiM-tritiiiiii reactors at 
present conceived. 

In either case, however. It 
would bo a long step from 
demons! ration of tha principle to 
the building of a true nuclear 
fusion power station. 


WAS INDIA 
AN ISLAND! 

Some Indian scientists advance 
e hypothesis that 50 million 
years ago about half of the pres- 
ent territory of India was an 
island lying In tho zona of the 
Equator. Later on drifting north 
tha Island joined tho mainland. 
Tha partition line, as scientists 
bcllovo, passed through the lati- 
tude of Nagpur.

Railway la Vakalla | A COSSACK MUSEUM IN THE FAR EAST 


Though the construe! ion of the 
Balkal-Arnur Railway (BAM) has 
not yet been completed, Soviet 
specialises already plan another 
f.OOU km long railway to connect 
B<im with Yakutsk, the capital of 
the Yakut Autonomous Republic. 

Economisls have estimated that 
lha cost of the new railway will 
lie about I.5Q0 million roubles, 
hut tins expenditure will lie re- 
covered in six years of exploita- 
tion. Ten well appointed settle- 
ments will be established along 
the line forming strong points fot 
the development of the territory 
adjacent to ihe railway. 

The northern extension of the 
BAM is linked wdh plans for 
suUiug up large steel mills sup- 
plied with coal frnin the south 
Yokul deposits and the iron ore 
from the area near Aidanak. Es- 
timated rescivos run into 2a- 
25.W 0 million tonnes, and mora 
than half of them can be pro- 
duced by opencast methods. 

A long-term development ot 
lhc entire soulh Yakut territorial 
production complex will be coh- 
iicclod with this steel complex. 

Yakutia, whore the severest 
trusts In the northern hemisphere 
are registered, contains deposits 
of diamonds, gold, tin, antimony, 
gas, coal, , apatites and many 
other minerals. Deposits often tie 
beneath a thick Layer oL perma- 
frost. This does not prevent So- 
viet specialists from planning the 
devalopmeht of more regions In 
Yakutlk.

NEW YEAR INTERVIEW 


Stanislav ISAYEV 



In Andrei Pofrov's ballet, "The Creation of the 
World", Stanislav Isayev, soloist of the Moscow 
Classical Dalle I company, dances tho part of 
Adam. The first man on earth, created tram day, 
experiments with his arms and legs trying to de- 
termine their purpose. Ills st ambling gall turns 
to a walk and then lo a dance masterly executed 
by Isayev through his performance. 

After graduating from the Perm Choreography 
School In 1074 he was Invited to )oln the Mos- 
cow Classical Ballot, led by Natalya Kasatkina 
and Vladimir Vasllyov. He waa the Ural In the 


company lo win top awards, being the winner of 
(ho nationwide bullet competition and at the 
Vama International contest. 

By this time lie already had gained the ex- 
perience ol dancing In concerts and plays, and 
thus was entrusted wllh leading parts. He made 
a sensation dauclng Adam In "The Creation of 
Ihe World", a ballot, based on both joyful and 
philosophical drawings by Jean Effel, which 
greolly appealed to performers and audiences 
alike by Us humanistic Interest. Adam becomes 
Man only after realizing why he has been 
brought Into Ihe world. In fact Isayev conceives 
the dance as a hymn to Ihe glory ol Man and 
Love. Starting out wllh awkward movements, 
which are obviously Ironical, Isayev finally 
dances a sublimely perfect adagio wllh Eve. 

French ballet-master Pierre Lacotte, who was 
once Invited to produce the ballet "Nathalie", 
appeared quite correct In bis chofco ol Isayev as 
Oswald, who accurately projected the style and 
spirit of ihe ballet. His count is strikingly 
dazzling and elegant and brings to Ufe the pic- 
tures seen on old engravings. Audtances never 
get bored wlten, in the second act, Isayev stun- 
ningly performs the most Incredible pas while 
twlrllug his walking slick. The amorous Oswald 
possesses n spirit character helping him to over- 
come social bnrricrs and marry a girl from the 
lower dosses. Significantly, this spirituality ts 
common lo all Isayev's characters. 

His latest part Is I bat of Romeo In the ballet 
"Romeo and Juliet" (score by Sergei Prokofiev), 
which the company mounted during Us two- 
month guest performances in Brazil and Peru re- 
cently. This Is his Hod tragic role Indicative ol 
Ills creative maturity, ft appears that both physi- 
cally and spiritually he stunningly fits llio re- 
quirements ol Ihot particular music, during this 
performanco music and dancing are born before 
one's eyes.
